NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 23rd October, 1980 

No, Scctt. 101/8/80. —In exercise of the powers conferred 
by siih-scction (I) of section 37 of the International Airports 
Authority Act, 1971 (43 of 1971) and with the prior approval 
of the Central Government, the International Airports Au¬ 
thority of India, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely :— 

1, Short title and commencement.—(1) These regulations 
may be called the International Airports Authority (Storage 
and Processing of Goods) Regulations, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires ;— 

(a) “Act” means the International Airports Authority Act, 
1571 (43 of 1971); 

(b) "cargo" means any property carried on an aircraft 
other than mail* stores and baggages ; 

(c) “carder" means the airline that carries or undertakes 
to carry the cargo or perform any other services related to 
•och air carriage ; 

(d) “carting order" means a separate document or an en¬ 
dorsement on the back of the shipping bill Issued by a Carrier 
tmdertaking to airlift the export cargo accepted for clearance ; 

(c) "consignee" means the importer or his agent to whom 
the cargo tendered for air carriage is to be delivered ; 

(f) "Customs Act” means the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 
J962); 

(g) “demurrage" means the rate or amount payable to the 
airport by a shipper or consignee or carrier for not removing 
the cargo within the time allowed ; 

(h) "Director of Cargo" means an officer appointed to fill 
the post in the Authority Headquarters. 

(i) “e xport" means taking property out of India to a place 
outride India ; 

(j) “General Manager" means the General Manager of the 
concerned airport to which these Regulations apply ; 

(It) "Ground dandling Agency” means the person, firm 
or company handling the cargo in the International Air Cargo 
Complex as an agent of the International Airports Authority 
of India ; 

(l) "Import” means bringing property into India from a 
place outside India ; 

(m) "International Air Cargo Complex" means the area, 
structures and installations within an airport used wholly or 
partly for the storage and processing of air cargo moving 
into or out of India ; 

(n) “Officer” means an Officer of the Authority other than 
a General Manager; 

(o) "shipper” means the exporter or his agent who tenders 
Cargo for uir carriage ; 

(p) “Shipping Bill” means a bill used for export of cargo 
referred to in Section 50 of the Customs Act ; 

(q) “Terminal Charges” means charges collected by the 
Authority or Ground Handling Agency for the use of facilities 
for processing of cargo in the International Air Cargo Com¬ 
plex ; and 

(r) “Transhipment Cargo" means cargo which is unloaded 
from one Carrier and loaded on another Carrier at an 
airport. 


3. Procedures and Documents.—(1) The following 'proce¬ 
dure shall be followed for the storage and processing in the 
International Air Cargo Complex at an airport. 

(a) In regard to export goods the shipper will obta n a 
carting order from the concerned carrier who will issue it 
separately or by stamping the shipping hill. The goods will 
be admitted in the cargo complex only after the documents 
have been scrutinised and found in order and the terminal 
charges received, The ’h irges may b c paid in cash or by 
Bank transfer or by maintaining a deposit account with the 
Authority/Ground Handling Agency. The shipper will get 
his cargo examined by Customs before handling it over to 
officials of the Authority/Ground Handling Agency who will 
on demand transfer it to the concerned carrier after obtaining 
a valid receipt. 

(b) In regard to goods imported, the goods will be received 
by the officials of the Authority/Ground Handling Agency 
from the carriers in the presence of Customs official. The 
consignee will be responsible 'fOr getting his consignment exa¬ 
mined by Customs and obtaining “out of charge” endorse¬ 
ment. The officials of the Authority will deliver the consign¬ 
ment to the consignee after collecting demurrage and obtain¬ 
ing a valid receipt from him. 

(2) Airport General Manager or Director of Cargo may 
prescribe additional procedures to suit local conditions. Sdch 
procedures. may include timedimit for storing export, imnorr 
and transhipment cargo in the International Air Cargo Com¬ 
plex. 

(3) The standard layout of some documents used in the 
cargo complex is given in the Appendices to these Regulations. 
Other documents and registers may be used as required at 
respective airports. 

4. Levy of Charges-The Authority shall levy charges/ 

stir-charges which may include terminal charge, storage charge, 
handling charge, demurrage, charge to cover insurance, and 
special charge for live animals* hazardous cargo, rndio-acrive 
cargo and cargo requiring strong room or cold storage facility. 

5. Scale of Charges.—The Authority shall fix and revise 
from time to time scale of charges referred to in Regffiatinn, 
The charges shall be so fixed that they will ensure an econo¬ 
mic return to the Authority on the investment made, will 
generate revenue for further development of facilities will 
be responsive to what the market can bear and will discoutTge 
storage beyond the reasonable time necessary for processing. 

6. Waiver of Charges.—f 1 ) The Chairman mny in his 
discretion for reasons to be recorded waive charges in deser¬ 
ving cases. 

(2) The Chairman mny.delegate his powers to Director of 
Cargo and Airport General Manager by issue of directive 
specifying the circumstances and the limits uplo which finan¬ 
cial powers for waiver of charges could be exercised. 

7. Rent.—(1) Built-in-accommodation for office use o»* 
storage of cargo and open space within the International A ; r 
Cargo Complex may he leased out on rent to be determined 
by the Authority to Customs, Government regulatory agencies, 
airlines, air cargo agents and Customs clearing agents, 

(2) The agencies hiring accommodation or land shall pay 
water, electricity, conservancy and such other charges as may 
be laid down or revised by the Authority from time to time. 

8. Care of Cargo,—The Cargo will be stored in the Inter¬ 
national Air Cargo Complex under the control and supervi¬ 
sion of Customs authorities. While Ihe Authority would be 
the custodian of the import cargo delivered to it by the carri¬ 
ers, the responsibility for export cargo would be that of ihc 
shipper or his agent before customs examination, of the 
Customs in respect of detained cargo during examination and 
of the carriers after customs examination. 

9. Storage of Cargo.—The officer of the Authority may 
issue instructions for movement and storage of cargo within 
the International Air Cargo Complex and for proper use of 
space and of the handline, weighing and storage equipment 
provided by the Authority in the International Air Cargo 
Complex. 
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10, Admission of Personnel and Vehicle,—The officer of 
the Authority may prevent or restrict admission of personnel 
and vehicles to the International Air Cargo Complex and 
regulate their movement within the area, 

1L Honrs of Operation.—The Airport General Manager 
may lay down hours of operation for various transactions in 
the International Air Cargo Complex,
